the king-bolt ; making at least five dol- 
lars less expense for ironing ihe vehicle 
to which it is applied, and the same sav- 
ing in the expense of the wood-work. 


The coupling is effected by the use of 


two cast iron circular plates, bolted, one 
lo the bolster and perch, and the other to 
the axle, which are connected together 
by a peculiar shaped cast iron boh, in 
such a manner that the fore axle cannot 
be separated from the body of the car- 
riage withoul first removing one of the 
fore wheels, and turning the axle in a po- 
sition at right angles with its working po- 
sition ; which, it will be seen, brings one 
arm of the axle directly under the perch. 
Besides dispensing with much useless 
expense and cumbersome rigging of the 
present made of coupling- axles to the. 
bodies, this improvement leaves the ax- 
lea and bolsters much stronger than the 
old mode.— AT.

MAXATLAN, Dec. 20, 1848. 


The last dates from California, arrived 


here by the schooner Euro, are equally 
fluttering in relation to the gold region. 
The washings had -ceased, owing to the 
cold weather, and. the whole region tvas 
covered afoot deep with snow. 
Some 


parlies had built log cabins, intending to 
pass the winter on the spot. 


The richness of ihe placer, as well as 


;be extent, far surpasses any account yet 
published of it—gold being found nearly 
a hundred miles south of the original 
discovert/. 
It is supposed that about 


$4,000,000will have.been extracted since 
the discovery. This appears to be too 
large ; but, judging from the number of 
persona working—say five thousand— 
and their average gains per day, it will 
pass $2,000,000. 


The Sandwich Islands hare all caught 


the Gold Fever. No less than 27 ves- 
sels had sailed from Honolulu alone for 
San Francisco, with some 400 white 
passengers, and GOO natives. Among 
the passengers was the Rev. T. D. Hum, 
who went with the intention of estab- 
lishing a church at San Francisco. 
The 


Kamhameha III. sailed, crowded fore 
and aft with passengers and freight.

Gold JVewa.—The 


Washington Union, finding a number of 
newspapers united in the belief that the 
Government has been in possession of 
news from the gold region which it sup- 
pressed, continues its denials of the truth 
of these allegations.

This is a serious charge to be preferred 
against the government of a great nation. 


Bank of England.—The gold and
